The consolidated school his many 
good points.- Like all good things.-'lt 
must be paid for by the lost ot some 
cherished factor. As long as the good 
points outweigh' the In'cohVlenccs, 
11 goes well. Sometimes they don'L 
In oni district, a kindergarten 
child (tarts, from the house at 7:30 
ajn. and waits at the corner for the 
bus. That U not so good. In another 
district no shelter Is provided lor 
the walling chlldnn and they aland 
and shiver In the cold. That certain- 
ly Is noL good. Then, when shelter 
has.been.protlded— as It haa been 
ln.JLdlalrtct near wheret Uve— these 
children, a gdod-slted group of them, 
an imsupervlsed. 

I saw them, one morning, nee 
across a busy road to get to the inx 
that had iwpped to pick up a child 
on Ihe'oppoilte aldoiol the street 
and one block' away. Regardless ot 
the lrafflc, .they scattered over the 
road like a flock ot startled birds. 
That Is far from good. It is danger- 

is. — 

Then Ihe mstter ot beharjor on 
the bus: In some places. this la far 
from good. One day a few boys be- 
gan shooting dried peaa at the driv- 
er. Plnally-he hsd U> atop. After ad- 
monlshing the boys, the driver suri- 
ed agahi and so did the boys, so he 
drove them to the police station. 

The -consolldsted school offers 
belter admlnlslratlon ot the 
ol study. It can afford a richer 



course and that greatly benefits the 
children rThn ru-thB"renson"t»r-con= 
solldatlon. It is truly In the best In- 
terestfl of Uie. children. But— 

When we make a law that affects 
the lives of children and their pnr- 
enls, we are certainly reiRonslble 
lor the effects of that lawFbn r' 
children and their parents. First 
ought to keep the district school so 
that the klndergartenen and even 
the first graders, stay close (o home. 
THey cannot afford the early rLnlng, 
U10 wait and the Inng rides. If one 
ol.them falls llLdurlng the day, he 
cannot be taken home nt once as he 
should be. No sick chlld should-be 
allcrwed In a school bus. 

There (iiould be supervision 
bus. A milure person should rida In 
the bus morning, and afternoon to 
maintain order. The driver. is car- 
rying a heavy responsibility. He is 
gus'rdlng tlie lives ot a tilg group ot 
children, and he should not be asked 
to dlsclpltno them as well. Safety 
demands- this supervision. 

There should be shelten for wait- 
ing children. They should be forbid- 
den to cross any street to get on the 
bus. These services and rules are the 
price ot the bus for the consolidated 
school. Ws Should psy it promptly.
